The  vaco-cell  in  nature  is  the 
prime  principle,  it  is  the  cause  of 
life,  intelligence  and  power. 

Its  discovery  at  this  late  day  is 
like  the  finding  of  a  pearl  at  the 
bottom  of  the  basket  of  science. 

The  nearest  approach  to  its  dis- 
covery  was  by  Derham  who  origi- 
nated the  vesicular  theory  of  watery 
vapor  which  he  claimed  was  com- 
posed of  hollow  sphericles  of  water 
filled  with  '^highly  attenuated  air," 
but  Leslie  and  other  scientists  ridi- 
culed this  theory  into  oblivion. 

De  Saussure  says  in  his  book  that 
while  traveling  in  the  Alps  he  was 
enveloped  in  a  mist  which  was 
almost  stagnant,  when  he  was  aston- 
ished to  see  drops,  as  he  thought 


them,  lioating  slo  w  ly  past  him, 
without  falling  to  the  ground  some 
of  them  larger  than  the  largest 
peas ;  but  catching  them  in  his 
hand,  he  found  them  to  be  bladders, 
inconceivably  thin. 

Berzelius  also  had  the  same  ex- 
perience, but  notwithstanding  all  of 
this,  these  great  philosophers  were 
ridiculed  by  their  colleagues  and 
their  philosophy  smothered. 

While  their  theories  were  applied 
only  to  vapor  they  were  on  the  high 
road  to  the  greatest  discovery 
within  the  gift  of  science. 

The  nearest  discovery  to  the  real 
nature  of  matter  or  atoms  was  that 
which  was  reviewed  in  an  article  in 
the  London,  Edinburgh,  and  Dublin 
Philosophical  Magazine  of  May, 
1873,  in  regard  to  the  constitution 
of  heavy  bodies,  *'that  their  indi- 
visible particles  were  cages — for 
example-  -empty  cubes,  or  octa- 
hedrons having  bars  of  ma**®/ 
only,  along  their  edges,  and  which  _ 
cages  are  the  indivisible  ultimate 
particles  of  matter." 

These  cages  having  matter  along  • 
their  shells  only  would  of  course 
contain  absolute  space  inside  or  else 
ether  or  spirit. 

The  ideas  of  scientists  vary  so 
much  on  the  question  of  matter  that 
it  is  problematical  what  the  origi- 
nator of  this  theory  imagined  was 
inside  of  the  cages  and  it  is  un- 
known why  he  should  suppose  them 
to  be  angular  and  not  globular 
cages 

This  idea  went  down  with  all  the 
rest,  yet  it  was  a  glimpse  of  the 
true  formation  of  all  matter. 

It  has  been,  proved  by  De  Saus- 
sure that  when  water  was  heated 
into   a  vapor  and   the  vapor  con- 
I  densed  that  force  or  electricity  was-^ 
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produced,  he  boiled  water  in  to  a 
can  which  was  covered  with  snow 
and  his  apparatus  recorded  the 
generation  of  electricity,  when  com- 
mon salt  was  mixed  with  the  snow 
a  greater  electric  effect  was,  pro- 
duced. 

In  regard  to  this  scientist's  Al- 
pine observations  of  vapor  it  is  easy 
to  understand  why  the  hollow  glob- 
ules of  water  were  seen  floating  in 
the  air  about  him  as  the  pressure 
of  the  atmosphere  was  much  less 
on  the  mountains  than  on  the  sur- 
face of  the  earth  and  the  endurance 
of  the  shells  of  the  sphericles  was 
augmented. 

It  has  been  stated  by  great  phil 
osophers  that  there  was  some  great 
undiscovered   eimple   first  principle 
in  nature,  which  was  capable  of  ex- 
plaining all  other  principles. 

Bacon  says:  "If  all  the  capacities 
of  all  ages  should  unite  and  trans- 
mit the'r  labours,  no  great  prog- 
ress would  he  made  in  learning  by 
anticipations,  because  the  radical 
errors,  and  those  v;hich  occur  in 
the  first  process  of  the  mind  are  not 
cured  by  subsequent  means  and 
remedies.

Others  think  because  they  cannct 
run  riot  against  any  and  all  laws 
and  remain  healthy  and  happy  that 
the  vvhole  eternal  system  is  wron^t- 

When  the  shadows  of  life  darken 
the  light  of  our  soul,  we  are  very 
ant  to  depHcate  the  existing  plan 
of  the  universe,  and  we  are  apt  to 
express  a  vindictive  sentiment  to- 
wards Christianity. 

Miserv  is  often  an  incitation  to 
deener  thought.  It  is  found  that  we 
can'  not  live  a  haphazard  life  and 
not  nercelve  tU  results.  Order  and 
system  is  the  only  law  of  success 
and  Jesus  Christ  simply  gave  us 
the  true  system  of  existence  in  an- 
swer to  these  two  queries:

tfio  worrv  of  fjinrlv  refioon^ibilities 
nr  pven  of  our  own  living:.  We  avoid 
hard  work  and  study  which  is  In- 

Iwi^DUS.

rv>icprv  but  thA  world  has  been 
tiithpr  nnpdnc«tM  or  Tn'sedncated  in 
fbo  an{«»Ti(>e  of  hanniness. 

Tf  fhp.  wnrld  nouM  bov**  followed 
the  teachings  'of  Je«ae  Christ  or 


had  the  good  wisdom  to  have  fol- 
lowed these  truths  of  Christ,  they 
viould  have  proved  the  magic  wand 
of  happinefis — ^but  incredulity  over- 
took many,  and  they  were  unmten- 
t  onally  led  to  believe  that  Christ 
had  not  given  out  the  true  regimen 
for  happiness. 

A  certain  kind  of  pseudo^ience 
sprang  up  which  had  the  effect  of 
making  people  believe  that  Christ 
was  ^'behind  the  times,"  but  it  does 
not  take  long  to  prove  that  Christ 
had  all  true  science  in  a  nut  shell. 

For  many  years  Itear  kept  the 
people  away  from  vicious  acts  and 
In  obedience. 

Fear  is  a  great  policeman  of  rec- 
titude, it  is  also  an  inhibition  to 
that  bodily  power  which  strives  to 
make  passion  predominate,  and  as 
the  people  knew  little  about  how 
to  treat  themselves  in  order  to  pre- 
vent lust,  passion,  congestion  and 
inflammation,  fear  was  a  necessary 
adiunct  to  the  times.

of  inhibitins^  the  action  of  the  heart, 
this  is  wbv  <3orae  nervous  diseases 
are  so  terrible. — the  nneumosrastric 
nerve  region  becomes  coufcested  and 
>dye«  a  terrtble  si»nsatlon,  ^as  the 
heart,  setn  nowerfullv  and  contimiec! 
to  force  blood  into  the  alre^dv  over- 
loaded pneumogastr'c  sensory  tract. 
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asd  to  send  Wood  to  the  brain, — 
tlius  we  have  misery  or  disease  and 
conBcioacaies&  to  sufiCer  the  pain  or 

misery. 

The  most  dangerous  diseases 
cau£e  the  least  fear  of  death,  this 
is  nature's  compensative  benevo- 
lence— nervous  sufferers  are  not 
dangerously  affected.  A  man  with 
heart  disease  likes  to  be  examined, 
a  dyspept  c  will  be  afraid. 

There  was  nothing  miraculous  in 
the  life  of  Cbrist— there  is  nothing 
more  substantial  than  the  methods 
of  nature,  the  apparently  strange 
works  of  Christ  were  all  done  by 
natural  laws,  the  principles  of  the 
ether  or  spirit  were  not  understood 
— that  is  alL 

It  has  long  been  a  supposition  that 
God  very  often  annulled  his  laws 
temporarily  to  effect  a  strange  re- 
sult or  miracle. 

We  have  seen  how  oak  apples  or 
nut  galls  will  form  on  an  oak  leaf 
or  twig,  ^parently  in  opposition  to 
all  laws  of  vegetable  growth  and 
when  the  nut-ga.ll  v/as  cut  open  and 
a  living  worm  found  in  the  center,  it 
looked  like  a  benevolent  miracle — 
for  the  salvation  of  the  worm,  but 
science  finds  that  the  parent  of  this 
larva  or  worm,  was  a  fly  which  punc- 
tured the  skin  of  the  leaf  and  de- 
]>osited  a  certain  kind  of  a  flu  d 
along  with  an  egg,  this  fluid,  I  be- 
lieve, is  an  alkaline  solution  and 
this  in  mixing  with  the  sap  caused 
a  forced  or  increased  cell  growth 
and  gobular  accumulation  of  or- 
ganic matter. 

This  pr  ncipal  is  bas<^d  upon  a 
great  fundamental  Isw  of  the  uni- 
verse, in  fact  the  PRIME  LAW  of 
THE  UNIVERSE!  This  great  law 
is  simply  thf^  result  of  the  peculiar- 
ities of  MOTION  or  POLARITY! 

At  first  thought  we  might  say  it 
l»  a  result  of  INERTIA  and  ACTIV- 
ITY or  the  reaction  of  motion  on 
f^ties:  hut  unon  deeoer  investiga- 
tion we  repolve  matter  into  two 
states  SOLID  and  GASEOUS  that 
7ueans  that  matter  appearing  to  be 
uiert  has  its  atoms  rotatin?  on  an 
axis,  while  gaseous  or,  mobile  mat- 
ter has  its  atoms  moving  In  orbits 
and  of  course  being  more  movable 
and  unstable. 

Now  we  can  readily  see  how  solid 
matter  will  become  a  center  to  mo- 


bile matter;  the  alkaloids  as  lime 
potash,  soda,  etc.,  make  iron,  sulphur, 
silica,  etc.,  soluble,  and  are 
stationary  substances,  and  form  cen- 
ters, while  albumen  or  nitrogen, 
water,  etc^  have  a  tendency  to  move, 
now  when  a  solution  of  albumen  and 
an  alkali  exists,  it  is  all  under  a 
pressure  from  an  invisible  spiral 
force  which  is  present  even  in  a 
vacuum  and  as  a  result  round  bod- 
ies like  the  earth  and  cells  form, 
as  under  pressure  all  mobile  matter 
forms  in  globules,  which  have  the 
least  surface  exposure  of  all  forms 
compared  to  the  amount  of  matter 
w.hiich  they  contain. 

Even  tumors  form  under  this  law, 
our  tissues  are  normally  light  and 
non  alkaline,  but  if  they  become 
alkaline  then  an  excessive  cell 
growth  occurs  and  tumors  are  pro- 
duced, the  presence  of  sugar  ox\ 
glycerine  products  from  grease,  fat, 
etc.,  aids  in  the  abnormal  forma- 
t'on  of  cells  of  tumors  or  germs,  and 
in  fevers  the  blood  instead  of  being 
alkaline  as  it  should  be  has  an  acid 
reaction,  this  process  of  keeping  the 
blood  alkaline  amd  the  tissues  in 
an  opposite  polarity  is  a  secret  of 
health;  and  it  is  found  that  a  diet 
of  skim-milk  ,  eggs,  bread,  stewed 
beans,  peas,  cereals  and  mild  vege- 
tables with  a  very  little  butter,  salt 
and  pepper  prevents  the  disease  pro- 
I  ducing  lack  of  oiiiposite  polarities  be- 
tween  the  tissues  and  the  blood. 
Fruit  acids,  and  minerals  canse 
.  disease. 

I  This  polarity  is  affected  by  the 
,  absorptions  of  proper  remedies  into 
the  tissues  from  external  applica- 
I  tions.  It  is  exemplified  between 
mobile  elements  and  an  alkali,  heat 
and  cold  and  even  in  a  magnet  and 
in  an  electric  battery — during  action 
the  battery  always  sends  out  two 
differrat  kinds  of  power,  one  which 
rotates  the  atoms  of  the  wire  on  an 
axis  and  a  surface  current  of  an 
opposite  polarity  which  moves  in 
an  opposite  direction.

It  was  my  announcement  of  this 
discovery  in  a  pamphlet  called 
"THE  LATCH-KEY,"  which  caused 
the  world  of  Science  to  reverse  its 
theories  in  regard  to  the  nature  oi 
all  matter  and  it  was  this  **LatoIi  i 
Key"  which  was  sent  to  Sir  Will  am 
Crookes,  Six.

what  they  call  Bmall-pox,  because 
they  wifeh  to  ao  beLeve,    The  law 
has  made  it  to  their  inUic.t  lO  re 
main  ignorant.  Can  the  people  com- 
plain then  that  they  do  so  remain. 

The  remedy  is  to  repeal  the  law! 
Nothing  but  gross  ignorance  can  ex- 
cuse a  belief  in  the  dangers  of  small- 
pox, nothing  but  still  grosser  ignor- 
ance can  excuse  the  superstit  ous 
belief  that  by  putting  poison  be- 
neath the  skin  of  a  healthy  person, 
such  person  can  be  protected  agnnst 
small-pox,  a  diseased  condition 
v.hich  prevaila  onl>  where  hygienic 
conditions  are  neglected. 

Where    factories    or  work-shops 
arp  ill  vent  lated,  where  the  houses 
are   crowded  or  filthy,    where  the 
people  are  underfed  or  overfed,  over- 
worked or  underclothed,  in  all  lo- 
calities where  these  occur,  or  where 
the  people  do  not  know  enough  or 
have  not  the   means  to   keep  their 
bodies  clean  or  properly  to  dispose 
of  their  excreta,  in  all  such  cases 
the  diseaffled  condition  called  small- 
pox or  typhoid   fever,  tuberculosis 
and   other   filth    disorders   may  be 
expected  to  occur,  of  all  of  them  the 
condition    called    small-pox    is  the 
least  to  be  feared. 

Towards  the  close  of  the  17th 
century  the  greatest  physician  of  his 
tune  nnd  for  centuries  before  said: 
'^if  no  mischief  be  done  by  physi- 
cian or  nurse,  small-pox  is  the 
lightest  and  safest  of  all  diseases." 

I  entirely  and  heartily  endorse 
th's  statement.

"Small-pox  is  not  infectious,  un- 
less made  so  by  wrong  treatment." 

"Medical  officials  do  not  know 
how  to  treat  small-pox  and  do  not 
want  TO  do  so."  etc.,  etc. 

Take    measures   to    enforce  that 
only  opponents  of  vaccination  and  of 
1  giving  power  to  doctors  be  elected. 

Get  sanitary  engineers    instead  of 
!  doctors  on   your  boards  of  health, 
j       Organize  an  anti-vaccination  cru- 
1  sade  throughout  Rhode  Island. 
1  Alii  gladly  go  to  Rhode  Island 
if  ueceseary  at  my  own  expense,  to 
Slump  the  state  for  you.

i  .MISTAKES        ABOUT  MATTER 

It  seems  strange  and  ridiculous 
when  we  consider  how  many  hours 
have  been  wasted  and  how  many 
many  thousands  of  pages  Of  books 
and  papers  have  been  used  in  ac- 
claiming absolutely  false  state- 
ments about  Nature  and  Science. 

My  attention  is  especially  called 
to  statements  of  two  well  known 
scientists  and  writers,  viz.:  Prof. 
Gairett  P.  Serv  ss  and  Henry  Frank. 

In  an  article    by    Prof.  Serviss 
which  v/as  printed    in    the  Boston 
American   of   March    29,    1912,^^  the 
Professor  writes  as  follows:  "The 
mysterious    properties    of  radium 
have  ?ed  to  the  discovery  that  there 
exists  matter  a  single  grain  of  which 
contains    in    'ts    padlocked  atoms 
enough    energy    to    raise    a  million 
;  tons  three  hundred  yards  high." 
1  will  say  that  this  statement  is 
fraught  with  as  much  folly  as  any 
•of  the  Arabian   Nights   Stories  or 
the  tples  of  Baron  Munchausen. 
In  the  same  article  the  Professor 
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says:  ''All  this  vegetation  was  extra- 
ordinarily rich  in  carbon,  derived 
f  rom  the  warm,  vapo  ro  us  atmos- 
phere,  under  the  acttona  of  the 
sunlight.  As  has  often  been  said  it 
stored  up  sunbeams,  the  heat  of 
which  is  given  forth  again  when  we  \ 
burn  the  coal,  into  which  it  was 
turned,  in  our  stoves  and  furnaces." 

It  takes  only  a  rew  words  to  aliow 
that  this  statement  is  also  a  vagary. 

Th.s  coal  dontains   not   one   bit  i 
of  heat  given  out  from  *'our  stoves 
ajtt'd  furnaces." 

The  coal  would  remain  forever  the 
same  if  we  did  not  heat  some  part 
of  it  to  the  melting  point  by  outside 
heat  and  ev.en  then  it  would  never 
put  out  any  heat  unless  oxygen  I 
was  brought  against  this  melted  por- 
tion of  it,  to  cool  it. 

When  these  two  absolutely  neces- 
sary conditions  are  furnished  then 
heat  is  given  out,  but  if  we  weigh 
the  coal  and  the  oxygen  and  then 
after  we  have  secured  much  heat,  we 
again  weigh  the  residue  or  the  ashes 
and  the  carbonic  acid  gas,  etc.,  we  i 
find  that  we  have  just  exactly  as  1 
much  matter  as  before. 

It  is  just  the  same  with  radium, 
get  hpat  yet  in  a  hundred  years 
there  would  be  just  as  much  radium 
as  wben  we  started.

On  November  19.  Mr.  Frank  wrote 
an  d  q  uoted  from  Manaceine's 
"Sleep;  Its  Physiology.  Pathology 
and  Hyg'ene/'  the  following: 

"We  know  that  the  old  theories 
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^hich  reduced  nulrition,  to  the 
phenomena  of  endosmosis  diffusion, 
and  exosmosis  are   false,   sinee  in

as  Sir  Oliver  Lodge's  **Mind  and 
Matter."  hut  Mr.  Frank  will  now 
have  to  swfng  back  again  to  his  erst- 
while lore  of  my  work  for  Sir  Oli- 
ver has  now  himself  fallen  in  line 
with  my  work  and  has  repudiated 
the  works  which  seem  to  have  been 
Mr.  Frank's  "Ouidehook»/* 

The  ordinary  layman  would  hard- 
ly believe  how  much  of  the  animal 
nature  ahows  itself  in  the  so-called  ; 
educated  scientists  and  professors — 
they  are  so  selfish  that  if  they  had 
their  way  they  would  strangle  any 
diflcoverles  and  sci^iee  except  that 
which  emanates  ft^otn  their  own 
brain. 

iMthough  I  sent  my  work  "The 
Latch  Key'*  to  Sir  Oliver  Lodge  and 
Sir  William  Crooke's  in  19§4  its

the  Advancement  of  Science. 

Sir  William  Crookes  wrote  to  me 


in  1904  stating  that  he  had  received 
my  pamphlet  but  he  was  just  leaving 

home  for  a  vacation  of  two  weeks 
and  when  he  returned  he  would  give 
il  h  s  attention. 

I  have  no  doubt  it  came  hard  for 
these  scientists  to^act  as  sponsers  for 
a  science  so  new»  startling  and 
diametrically  opposed  to  their  own 
great  books  and  ideas  as  mine 
was,  and  I  have  often  wondered 
if  it  would  have  ever  been  placed 
before  the  British  assoc'ation  unless 
there  had  been  an  idea  that  it  would 
eventually  be  made  known  every- 
■^^liere — it  took  three  years  for  it  to 
get  there  and  although  I  was  the 
author  of  it  I  have  never  seen  my- 
self referred  to  by  name  in  any 
scientific  report  which  the  "regu- 
lars" have  given  out  and  Prof,  Ser- 
viss  as  far  as  I  know  has  never  given 
me  credit  for  any  part  of  the  new 
scence  although  I  sent  him  my 
pamphlet  at  the  same  time  that  1 
sent  it  to  Sir  Oliver  and  Sir  William. 

In  Sir  Oliver's  great  work  called 
"Life  and  Matter'*  he  wrote;  but  it 
appears  now  that  an  atom  may  break 
up  into  electric  charges,  and  these 
again  may  some  day  be  found  capa- 
ble of  resolving  themselves  Into 
pHctine  ether. 

In  that  case  the  ether  alone  per- 
sists, it  is  the  most  fundamentaJ 
entity." 

In  another  book  called  "Modern 
Views  of  Electricity"  he  said: 
''Etber  is  somehow  affected  by  the 
immediate  neighborhood  of  gross 
matter,  and  it  appears  to  be  c<»ncen- 
^rated  ''nside  it  to  an  extent  depend- 
ing on  the  density  of  the  matter." 

So  it  is  seen  that  Sir  Oliver  at 
th<s  time  believed  that  matter  was 
compressed  or  condenced  ether.

around  on  empty  space  while  what 
was  oailled  a  vacuum  was  really  the 
habitat  of  real  material,  or  the  ether. 

In  1907  Sir  Oliver  accepted  this 
new  version  of  the  nature  of  matter 
and  it  was  the  cause  of  much  ex- 
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eitement  in  the  British  Assoc  at'ion, 
so  much  so  that  the  reporc  leaclied 
America  and  Prof.  Servii^s  wrote  an 
article  about  it  iii  the  BoslOu  Sunday 
American  in  Oct-ober,  1907,  in  whiCh 
Le  says:   "The  answer  as  recently 
given  by  Sir  Oliver^  Lodge,  is  am.z- 
nw   beyond    belief.      The  solidest 
thing  in  existence  he  avers,  is  tLe 
veiy   thing    which    i5or  igenexi.  >.iOi*s 
has  been  universally  regarded  as"  the 
l.gi  .est,  the  most  imperceptible  the 
most  utterly  tenuous  and  evanescent 
beyond  all  definition  or  computa- 
tion— the  ether!"  and  in  the  same 
article  he  says:    '"Matver.  Prof.  Os- 
borne Reynolds  has  asserted,  instead 
of  be  ng,  as  we  innocently  believe 
on  the  evidence  of  our  senses  the 
only  real  and  solid  thing  in  natu:e 
is  In  fact,  the  absence  or  deficiency 
o£  mass." 

So  we  see  Sir  Oliver  lauded  as 
a  great  discoverer  and  fondly  quoted 
by  the  great  professors,  while  I  am 
the  one  who  made  the  discovery, 
published  it  and  sent  it  to  Sir  Oliver 
and  Sir  William  three  years  before 
they  gave  it  out! 

Prof.  Serviss  recently  wrote  an 
article  in  the  Boston  American  about 
the  lost  art  of  making  flexible  glass 
and  dilated  upon  the  great  benefits 
which  would  accrue  if  it  could  be 
made  now,  and  I  want  to  say  that  1 
have  made  transparent  glass  which 
you  could  bend  double  without 
breaking,  like  a  copper  wire.

I  have  no  desire  to  gain  cred'i 
for  my  work  only  as  it  belongs  to 
my  science  and  I  have  no  desire  to 
make<  any  misi^preeentations,  and 
I  can  do  and  have  done  «U  that  I 
say  I  have.

Tinsmith's  solder  is  best  for  this 
experiment,  but  common  lead  will 
answer,  take  a  counterfeit  lead  five 
cent  piece  or  a  piece  about  this  size, 
melt  it  on  a  stove  cover,  have  it  near 
the  edge,  also  have  a  bas  n  of  water 
at  about  75  degrees  F.  or  not  so 
warm  as  the  hand,  hold  the  stove 
cover  and  molten  lead  as  near  the 
water  as  you  can  and  pour  the  Isad 
into  the  water,  in  a  globu}e. 

If  you  hold  the  cover  even  8  or  4 
inches  away  the  air  will  start  to 
I  cool  the  lead  and  the  globules  of 
lead  will  be  solid  but  if  you  cool 
them  suddenly  as  directed  they  will 
be  found  to  be  hollow  with  a  perfect 
"vacuum,**  so  called,  inside,  which 
you  can  prove  by  filing  olt  one  side 

with  a  fiU^. 

What  occurs  in  one  place  in  na- 
ture occurs  everywhere  under  the 
same  conditions.  The  sudden  cool- 
ing is  a  great  factor,  this  is  why  hut 
little  radium  is  produced  from  a 
mass  of  heated  pitchblende  when  it 
!  is  suddenly  cooled;  only  the  surface 
is  affected. 

You  may  ask  what  is  the  use  of 
this  di0eovte«ry„  and  I  ^Ul  say  it 
shows  how  to  prevent  and  cure 
disease — to  make  happiness — to

The  great  Syd«iiliam  sa'd  "I  have 
always  thought  tt  a  greater  happi- 
ness to  discover  a  certain  method 
of  curing  the  slightest  disease,  than 
to  accumulate  the  largest  fortune." 

There  being  no  limlfr  to  the  omni- 
presence of  the  vaco-cell  we  find  it 
the  key  to  all  secrete.

I  have  elsewhere  explained  the 
'•polarity"  of  mineral  substances  as 
being  of  the  axis  motion  Inmobile 
kind  and  that  gases,  fluids  and  or- 
ganic substances  as  being,  of  the  mo- 
bile kind.

Liniments  containing  volat'le  oils 
are  often  of  use  and  alcohol,  cam- 
i  phor  solutions,  etc.,  will  be  absorbed 
into  the  tissues  and  help  the  de- 
ranged polarity.  The  organic  bases 
as  strychnine,  etc.,  seem  to  be  polar- 
ized to  the  blood,  thus  the  difterent 
action. 

The  pellets  made  of  the  extract  of 
Cascara  Sagrada  will  act  as  a  remedy 
for  the  liver  and  are  often  a  grand 
remedy. 

Work  Is  a  necessity  as  the  nerve 

currents  are  continually  flowing 
from  the  brain  to  the  muscles  and 
the  action  of  the  muscles  creates 
much  nerve  force  and  augments  the 
polarity  of  the  system. 

Dr.  Prank  Crane  says:  "The 
soundest  views  of  life  come  not  from 
the  pulpit  or  the  professional  chair 
hut  from  the  workshop. 

So  a  man  has  his  own  destiny,  his 
own  creed,  his  own  internal  peace, 
his  own  nobility  in  his  hands,  liter* 
ally  in  his  hands.

One  great  secret  of  long  life  is 
found  in  pure  air,  I  may  say  out- 
door air,  as  this  is  composed  of  a 
larger  proportion  of  oxygen.  Out 
door  air  is  found  with  damp  earth, 
moist  trees,  etc..  and  less  dust  is  in 
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the  air;  the  more  dust  the  less  air;

There  is  more  nitrogen  as 
well  as  oxygen  in  out  door  air.
